Thus， the more numbers of 
inexperienced firms a local BDO 
agrees to assist, the more risk that 
BDO takes in reporting a poor 
performance.

What these new policies mean 
for Asian Amrerican businesses is 
unclear，Romero admits that a 
Person with no track record who 
wanted to start a small restaurant 
with a few employees would have 
adiffieult time,， Michael Cook an 
OMBE program officer， says that 
Asian businesses，as a rule，have 
higher gross receipts than other

Howard Lee, a financial analyst 
in the OMBE-funded San Fran- 
cisco BDO，does not foresee that 
the new Policies will screen out 
more Asians than other minorities， 
because most Asian businesses 
iDVolve groceries，restaurants and 
merchants who should be able to 
meet the  $150,000 in ， gross 
receipts. A_ professional such as a 
doctor or a lawyer，would have a 
difficulty in meeting the $150,000 
minimum， but this would apply 
to other minorities as well,”Iee 
SaVsS， 

Some observers feel that con- 
gressional pressure on the bureau- 
crats in Washington is forcing 
federal agencies to come up with 
impressive performance statistics。 
This may be fine for the compan- 
ies that receive fedqeral aid，bnut

Strongly After 
Loss of OMBE Funding 


SAN ERANCISCO 一 As re- 
ported in the August 9 and 16 
issues of 严 ast/ West, Asian Inc. lost 
out in the bidding process to sta 任 
the centralized “one-stop” SF 
Business ”Development “Center. 
The contract _ was _awarded- to 
ARPACT，which included a black 
business group headed by Louis 
Barnett，a business development 
center (BDO) from the_ Mission 
community and Buck Wong 
from Arcata Associates. Asian Inec. 
protested the biddqing process，but 
to no avail，OMBE is presently 


reviewing the performance of its 
West Bay, East Bay and South Bay 
BDOs to determine if their 
contracts should be extended one 
year OF 让 the bidding process 
should be reopened 

Asian JInc. lost a huge chunk of 
its budget last year when it lost 
OMBE funding. About 43 percent 
of the total Asian Inc. budget of 
$380,000，up through August of 
last year，was OMBE funds: But 
Asian Inc. has mot stood still， 
according to Harold Yee，Ppresi- 
dent of Asian Inc. The funding for 
1979 is :estimated at about 
$560,000. Of this total about 41 
bercent is federal (HUD，HEVV)， 
29 percent is state and 30 percent 
local. 


DIVERSIFIED 
Asian JInc.，to survive，has 
diversified into the areas of 


housing， Performance contracts 
and project evaluation， but Yee 
feels that they are not abandoning 
small businesses forever:“We are 
sti 让 “concerned with ”business 
development，because we know- 
there are so many small businesses 
that need our heljp,”Yee questions- 
the effectivenessof OMBE and the 
SFE BDO to do the job. 

Buck Wong has resigned from 
ARPACT-and is _ currently back 
with Arcata Associates，who were

In terms of performance during 
the last nine months, the SF BDO 
has given management and tech- 
nical assistance to 297 clients, with 
56 or 18.9 percent being Asian. 
The total loans were $4,697,250， 
with Asians accounting for 
$1,533,000 or 32.6 percent of the 
total]. 

The East Bay BDO has had 
many troubles，including fraud 
charges (unrelated to OMBE) 
against its executive director. The

Illegal Immigration is 
Still a Problem in HK 


By FOLK KUHN 

HONG KONG 一 Soldiers and 
police are continuing to be 
effective in keeping out illegal 
immigrants from China,， although 
there has been an influx since the 
beginning of the year， One 
estimate is that about 400 persons 
enter this British crown colony 
from adjoining Cuangdong 
province each day，There are 
reports that over 20,000 have 
sneaked into this city since 
January 1979，and that most of 
them were sent back to the 


mainland soOon after they were 


intercepted and detained， 

The number of the illegals does 
not include those who are given 
permission by the Chinese author- 
ities to _ come to Hong 玉 ong for 
permanent residence， The usual 
number accepted by the British is 
fifty a day,， bnit it has increased to 
as high as 200 a dqay. Sir Murray 
MacLehose, the governor，went to 
Peking in March on a goodwil 
visit and requested the lcentral 
Peoples government to limit the 
influx to the original number of 
fifty a day，

It is difficult to judge Murray s 
success Since the Dumber arriving 
now is not announced，Most of 
these immigrants ， are elderly 
people, women and children. 

The illegal immigrants “were 


earlier labeled “escapees and 
refugees” entitled to relief by 
charitable organizations， “The 


Peking jgovernment has Success- 
fully lobbied for the arrivals to be

9he said there should be a 
two-way communication between 
the teller and the listener. Do not 
memorize line for line, she added.

there is a need for a storyteller to 
counterbalance the bias，

The one indelible impression I 
received was that，as far as the 
power structure in Seattle is 
concerned， the Asian and Pacific 
Americans are an invisible minor- 
ity despite the factthat Seattle is a 
major gateway to the Asian/ 
Pacific area， During the bicen- 
tennial celebration， the power 
structure at first left out Asian and 
Pacific Americans in their public- 
ity. But protests later forced them 
to revise the publicity to include 
Asian Pacific Americans， 

There is a lesson to be learned 
here，In the US postage stamp， 
“International Year of the Child,” 


Asian and Pacific Americans are 
left out，Would a protest do a 
similar good? 

May .Sasaki，director of the 
Ethnic _ Cultural Heritage Pro- 
gram，is doing this with posters 
which are still on the drawing 
board，One of the posters she 
showed me asked:“VWhich Color 
Is Best?”The answer: All. Then 
the poster shows a rainbow and 
S$ays，“ “Look at the Rainbow.,” 
Then it shows five persons: one is 
brown，the_ second yellow，the

fifth black.
